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SECTION 1: HAZARDOUS MATERIALS 
SUBSECTION 1: AUTHORITY 


This By-Law is adopted by the Town of Millis under its home-rule powers, 
its police powers to protect the public health and welfare, and its 
authorization under Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 40, Section 21. 


SUBSECTION 2: PURPOSE 


The By-Law is intended to protect the public health, safety and welfare, 
and the environment; as well as preserve and maintain the existing and 
potential groundwater supply, groundwater recharge areas, and surface 
waters within the Town from contamination with hazardous materials. 


SUBSECTION 3: DEFINITIONS 


The following definitions shall apply in the interpretation and 
implementation of this By-Law. 


Hazardous Materials means a product of waste or combination of 
substances which because of quantity, concentration, or physical or 
chemical, or infectious characteristics may reasonably pose, in the 
determination of the enforcing authority, a substantial present or potential 
hazard to the human health, safety, or welfare, or the environment when 
improperly treated, stored, transported, used or disposed of, or otherwise 
managed. Any substance which may create a special hazard in the event of 
a spill, leak, fire, or exposure; and all substances deemed a hazardous waste 
in Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 21C shall also be considered a 
hazardous material for the purpose of the By-Law. 


Contingency Plan means a document setting an organized planned 
and coordinated course of action to be followed in case of fire, explosion, or 
release of hazardous materials which could threaten public health, safety, 
or welfare, or the environment. 


Discharge means the disposal, deposit, injection, dumping, spilling, 
leaking, incineration, or placing of any hazardous material into or on any | 
land or water so that such hazardous material or any constituent thereof — 
may enter the environment. 


Materials Safety Data Sheet means the form containing data on 
physical characteristics, flammability, explosivity, reactivity, and the 
health and safety hazards of specific chemicals, as well as information 
relative to procedures recommended for spills and leaks of specific 
chemicals and special protections and precautions to be taken in the 
handling of specific chemicals. 


Reportable Discharge means all discharge greater than three gallons 
liquid volume or five pounds dry weight, or any discharge which would 
potentially threaten the public health and safety or the environment by 
entering surface water, groundwaters, or water recharge areas, or by 
emitting toxic fumes or gases into the air. Discharges which are in 
compliance with all Federal, State, and local regulations, or which are 
permitted by governing Federal, State, or local agencies are not considered 
reportable discharges. 
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SUBSECTION 4: SEVERABILITY 


} Each provision of this By-Law shall be construed as Separate to the end 
that if any provision, or sentence, clause or phrase thereof, shall be held

Domestic Sewage 

Household waste including garbage, trash and septage from single and 
multiple residences, hotels and motels. 

Wastes generated from the growing of agriculture crops and the raising 
of animals, including manure which are returned to the soil as fertilizer. 


SUBSECTION 6:REGISTRATION REQUIREMENTS 


Every owner, or operator of a commercial or industrial establishment 
(including municipal, state, and federal operations) which stores, 
ansports, uses, handles, or otherwise manages hazardous materials 
texcluding fuel oil stored for the purpose of heating buildings located on site) 

otaling more than fifty gallons liquid volume or twenty-five pounds dry 
weight shall register with the Board of Health. 


Registration includes the following: 


(1.) Submission of a map or written description locating areas where 
azardous materials are stored, handled, or in use, specifying approximate 
average quantities of materials in each location and the special handling 
required in a fire, leak, spill, or exposure. Areas must also be identified 
vyhich store emergency equipment including medical supplies, along witha 
brief description of the capabilities of the equipment. 


This map or written description must also be posted in one of the 
following on site locations: (a) Guard Shack, (b) Fire Alarm Box, (c) 
Sprinkler Riser, (d) other location acceptable to the Head of the Fire 
Jepartment. The location of this posting must be specified during 
egistration. 


(2.) Submission of names, addresses, and telephone numbers of all 
ualified “Emergency Coordinators” who are individuals identified by 
owners or operators of commercial or industrial establishments which must 
fegister in accordance with this By-Law. “Emergency Coordinators” must 
be knowledgeable in the types of hazardous materials cused at the 
establishments, proper storage and handling of those materials, familiar 
with the establishments emergency contingency plan, and authorized as 
on-site coordinator in the event of an emergency.

hazardous materials. ! 


SUBSECTION 6.1 EFFECTIVE DATE OF REGISTRATION 
REQUIREMENT 


(A.) Registration required by Section 6 shall be initially submitted by 
October 1, 1984 and annually thereafter within thirty days of January 1 
each year. Records required in Subsection 6 to be kept on file at each 
establishment should be updated as frequently as necessary to ensure 


proper handling of hazardous materials and adequate procedures to 


minimize emergencies and the damage which would result from such 
emergencies. 


(B.) Owners and operators of commercial and industrial establishments 
who have not previously registered in accordance with Subsection 6 shall, if 
they meet registration requirements register initially within thirty days of 
meeting such requirements and thereafter within thirty days of January 1 
each year. 


SUBSECTION 6.2 UPDATING OF REGISTRATION INFORMATION 


All information required under Subsection 6 of this By-Law must be kept 
current to reflect substantial changes in quantities or types of hazardous 
materials on-site. 


SUBSECTION 7: HAZARDOUS MATERIALS GENERALLY 


All hazardous materials within the Town of Millis must be stored, 
handled, and transported and used in such a way as to minimize discharge 
and to ensure maximum protection of the environment and the public 
health, safety and welfare. 


SUBSECTION 7.1: 


All commercial and industrial establishments (including municipal, 
State and Federal operations) must provide adequate employee training 
programs to ensure proper use, storage, transportation and handling of 
hazardous materials. 


SUBSECTION 7.2 


Owners and operators of establishments registered in accordance with 
Subsection 6 of this By-Law must keep sufficient records to detect 
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, 


significant loss of hazardous materials and provid 3 
quantities of hazardous materials on-site. B © best estimates of 


SUBSECTION 7.3: 


All locations where hazardous materials are stored or used in iti 
that could cause a substantial hazard in the event of a spill, esa Wee 
exposure, shall be designated with legible warning signs of bright yellow, or 
_ other equally conspicuous color, indicating the otential danger and how to 
overcome or avoid such danger. 


SUBSECTION 7.4: 


All hazardous materials should be held in product tight containers. All 
containers of hazardous materials which permit leakage or spillage shall be 
_ disposed of or repaired to its original product tight state. 


SUBSECTION 7.5: 


Every owner of a commercial or industrial establishment (including 
municipal, State or Federal operations) shall comply with all Federal, State 
and Municipal Laws and Regulations relative to Hazardous Materials. 


“SUBSECTION 8: ABOVEGROUND STORAGE OF HAZARDOUS 
MATERIALS 


(A.) Above ground containers of hazardous materials shall be keptin an 
orderly manner, shall be adequately marked to identify the hazard, and 
shall be stored on a surface impervious to the material being stored. The 

storage area shall be enclosed by a permanent dike of impermeable 
construction. The volume of the area enclosed by the dike shall be equal to or 
®reater than the capacity of the containers within the dike. 


(B.) There shall be no storage of incompatible chemicals (those which 
Teact with one another to create a special hazard) in the same area. 


_ (C.) Drainage and ventilation of storage areas containing hazardous 
aterials shall be constructed and maintained soas to control spills, fumes, 
noxious gases and other potential sources of contamination. 


SUBSECTION 9: UNDERGROUND STORAGE 


The following provisions shall apply to all underground liquid hazardous 
material storage systems. 


SUBSECTION 9.1 


Owners shall file with the Board of Health the size, type, age ( if known), 
and location of each tank, and the type of hazardous materials stored in 
each, on or before October 1, 1984. 


SUBSECTION 9.2 


Owners of tanks for which evidence of installation is not available shall, 
at the order of the Board of Health, have such tanks tested. If either the 
Board of Health or the Head of the Fire Department determines that the 
ank is not product tight it shall be repaired or disposed of under the 
lirection of the Board of Health or the Head of the Fire Department. 
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SUBSECTION 9.3 


All tanks shall be tested the day ofinstallation and thereafter at intervals 
sufficient to prevent loss of hazardous materials and resulting 
contamination. 


SUBSECTION 9.4 


All newly installed tanks subject to this By-Law shall be protected from 
internal and external corrosion and shall be of a design approved by the 
Board of Health and the Head of the Fire Department. 


SUBSECTION 9.5 


All leaking tanks must be emptied by the owner or operator within twelve 
hours of leak detection; and repaired to a product tight condition or removed 
by the owner or operator in a time period to be determined by the Board of 
Health. 


SUBSECTION 10: EFFECTIVE DATE 


All storage provisions contained in Subsections 7, 8 and 9 must be 
complied with by July 1, 1985. 


SUBSECTION 11: REPORTING REQUIREMENTS 


Any person having knowledge or a reportable discharge of hazardous 
material shall immediately report the discharge to the Board of Health, and 
if involving flammable or explosive materials, to the Head of the Fire 
Department. 


SUBSECTION 12: PROTECTION OF PUBLIC WATER SUPPLIES 


In order to protect and preserve existing drinking water sources, the 
following uses are prohibited within one thousand (1,000) feet of the head of 
a gravel packed well and used as a source of municipal drinking water 
unless exempted by a variance in accordance with Subsection 14 of this By- 
Law. 


(A.) Automotive service and repair shops, junk and salvage yards, and 
car washes, 


(B.) Storage of road salts or other deicing materials unless in an approved 
shed. 


(C.) Use of chemicals for deicing unless deemed necessary for public 
safety. 


(D.) The discharge of hazardous materials 


(E.) Commercial or industrial uses which require registration in 
accordance with Subsection 6 of this By-Law. 


(F.) Commercial or industrial uses which discharge process wastewaters 
on-site, excluding discharges permitted in accordance with all applicable 
State and Federal regulations which are shown to contain ne 
contaminants.

(G.) Commercial or industrial uses which re-char 
groundwater without passage through oil and 
traps, constructed, operated, and maintained 
contamination.

SUBSECTION 13: PERMITS REQUIRED 


_ (A) Apermit shall be required and obtained from the Board of Health for 
' all new commercial or industrial establishments requiring registration in 
_ accordance with Subsection 6.2, prior to the operation of said 
_ establishment, to determine that provisions of this By-Law have been met. 


___(B.) A permit shall also be required and obtained from the Board of 

Health for all establishments requiring registration in accordance with 
_ Subsection 6, who seek to install additional above ground or under ground 
hazardous materials storage tanks. 


SUBSECTION 14: VARIANCES 


The Board of Health may vary the application ofany provision of this By- 
aw, unless otherwise required by law, in any case when, inits opinion, the 
applicant has demonstrated that an equivalent degree of environmental 
tection required under this By-Law will still be achieved. The applicant 
at his own expense must notify all abutters by certified mail at least ten 
days before the Board of Health meeting at which the variance request will 
be considered. The notification shall state the variance sought and the 

easons thereof. Any variance granted by the Board of Health shall be in 
iting. Any denial ofa variance shall also bein writing and shall containa 
brief statement of the reasons for denial. The Board of Health may, as an 
alternative to denial of a variance, impose such conditions as it deems 

ecessary to contribute to the environmental protection required under this 
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SUBSECTION 15: ENFORCEMENT 


(A.) The Board of Health orits agent(s) shall be the enforcing authority of 
the By-Law. ; 


(B.) The Board of Health or its agent(s), may enter upon privately owned 
property for the purpose of performing their duties under this By-Law. 


SUBSECTION 16: PENALTY 


Any person who violates any provision of this By-Law shall be punished 
by a fine of not more than three hundred ($300) dollars. Each day or portion 
thereof during which a violation continues shall constitute a separate 
offense if more than one, each condition violated shall constitute a separate f 
offense. This By-Law may be enforced pursuant to Massachusetts General 
Laws, Chapter 40, Section 21D by a Millis Police Officer or other officer 
having police powers. 


SUBSECTION 17: FEES 


Any person registering storage of hazardous materials pursuant to 
Subsection 6 shall pay the Town of Millis an annual registration fee of 
$15.00. Such a fee shall be due on the same date as the annual registration. 
Failure to pay shall constitute a violation and shall be subject to the 
penalties of Subsection 16 of the By-Law, or act in any manner relating 
thereto.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The office of selectmen in Massachusetts has been heavily weighted by 
over 300 years of tradition and custom. While the Board of Selectmen is 
considered the “executive body” of the town, new laws and new programs 
have made the operation of a town much more complicated. H 

Selectmen must function in this critical post by exercising leadership. — 
They must also anticipate problems to forestall crises, have accurate — 
information in all matters, know legal limitations and most importantly, — 
know applicable laws bearing on town government in general. Selectmen _ 
spend long hours beyond their part-time designation, devoted to their duty. 

Given the flair and color of the office, and given further the endless 
problems and restrictions imposed by statute, history, tradition, and public — 
expectations, the real task of boards of selectmen is how best to administer ~ 
this historic office effectively in the twentieth century. This is how it was in 
1984. i 

The continued problems with the lower roof of the library frustrated 
everyone involved, and the services of a consultant to do proper 
specifications for its repair, was recommended in January. Because the 
work would cost more than $5,000. it became necessary to prepare bid 
under state guidelines. The paperwork and bid notices required kept th 
project underway for all of 1984. 

In March, Fire Chief Robert Volpicelli was appointed Coordinator for th 
Right to Know Law. Inspection of industry materials and posting notice o 
hazardous materials would be required so that employees would be properly 
informed about working conditions. This program, under state mandate, 
was to be state funded, but as the year progressed, it seemed probable tha 
no funds would be forthcoming. 

A special town meeting on March 20 voted overwhelmingly on : 


petitioners article for the town to purchase the Izbicki farm property 
consisting of approximately 108 acres. Those speaking in favor of the” 
article suggested future use for town buildings and recreational purposes. — 

In June, presentations were made to nine local artists who submitted — 
their artwork for a logo contest. The winning logo would become the official — 
logo for Millis’ Centennial Celebration. Hindy Rosenfeld, Selectmen 
Liaison in charge of Centennial Committees, had applied to the Millis Arts | 
Lottery Council for a grant that would provide monetary remuneration for 
those who submitted logos. The winning logo was drawn by James Koney, 
as he and his fellow artists were recognized. Centennial planning went on 
at a feverish pace throughout the year. 

We are always grateful for departments and organizations who 
voluntarily provide us with services and projects. We thank the Oak Tree 
League for their beautification of Millis and other services, the schools fa 
use of their facilities, and the DPW for their willingness to serve, whe 
called upon. 

DPW sewer interceptor work along Route 109 continued through most 0 
the summer, completed in November. We applaud the patience an 
understanding of those in the area who conducted their business under th 
most difficult circumstances. Commuters of route 109 have our thanks fo 
their patience with detours and one lane traffic while the sewer work wasi 
progress. 

The new Southend Pond well site and road was constructed during thi 
past year, under the direction of the DPW. 
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_ The annual audit, necessary for towns receiving revenue sharing f | 
was accomplished with a minimum of surprises and some Paani ne 
future records Sa ae 
On Septem 10, 1984, Patrolman Albert J. Baima Ww. i 
Permanent Police Chief for the Town of Millis. The town Whe aie 
permanent chief since the untimely death of Police Chief George Smith on 
January 9, 1983. In the interim, Sergeant Hugh Mick served as Acting 
Police Chief and Patrolman David Egy served as Provisional Police Chief. 
__ On October 29, a special town meeting was held for the Housing 
Authority's article in quest for suitable land for low and moderate income 
housing. The Authority was seeking approval of 4 acres of land on the 
Island Road side of the Izbicki property to comply with a state mandate to 
‘provide the housing. Failure to provide a site for 8 units in 4 duplex 
buildings would mean loss of grants to Millis. The town had been cited for 
snob zoning previously, with the citation removed upon the promise of 
intent to provide the housing. Town meeting did not vote for the Housing 
Authority article, but voted the Izbicki property to a park and recreation 
pee ation. which will require legislative approval for future use of the 
and. 
There is so much that comes before the office of selectmen, it is difficult to 
consolidate it into one report. Suffice it to say that it is not easy to contend 
with a great many situations that arise unexpectedly in the course of a year. 
The board, however, does its utmost to consider the best interest of the town 
in its determinations. 
Again, the office of selectmen, with the endless problems and restrictions 
imposed by statute, mandates, history, tradition, and public demands and 
: tions, has a real task in how best to administer the office effectively 
during these times.

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MILLIS COMPUTER STUDY COMMITTEE 
REPORT FOR 1984 


Following the publication of its December 17, 1983 Computer Needs 

__ Analysis Report, the Committee set out to find a system that would fit the 

_ Town's needs as expressed by that document. This proved to be an even 
‘more difficult task than any of the committee members anticipated. 


The search began by formulating a Request For Information or RFI that 
was sent out to approximately 30 vendors of computer systems and 
_ municipal software. About 10-12 vendors responded with at least some of 
_ the information requested describing their hardware and software as 
_ possible solutions to the needs expressed in the RFI. From the replies 
_ received, the committee was encouraged in that it seemed that at least 6 or 
__ so vendors had what appeared to be more or less “complete” solutions. 


The Committee then proceeded to formulate very quickly a full blown 
_ Request for Proposal or RFP based on similar documents other area towns 
had sent out recently. These were sent out as requests for bids with 
_ appropriate advertisement in March 1984. 


The bids were opened in late April. The committee then quickly evaluated 
_ and analyzed the 9 bids, rejecting all but four as offering complete solutions. 
_ These four were: Arlington Trust Company, Borroughs Corporation, 
Fulcrum Computer, and NCR. After further intensive analysis and 
investigation of the bids in the very short time available before Town 
Meeting, the Committee settled on Burroughs as offering the best system 
and software for the money. The Fulcrum and NCR systems appeared 
superior in terms of capability but were out of range of what the Committee 
judged the Town could afford to spend. The Arlington Trust bid was deemed 
inadequate as it did not offer the kind of Assessors package that was 
needed, i-e., one that included automated and certifiable Revaluation. 


So the Committee presented the Burroughs solution to 1984 Town 
Meeting and won financial backing to pursue a contract with Burroughs for 
roughly $100,000 worth of hardware and software to be leased ‘purchased 
Over 5 years. It was at this point that the smooth sailing ended. 


The Committee ascertained that the Buroughs bid was in fact nota single 
source bid as we had previously believed and required in the RFP. In fact, 
the most important software, the Assessors package, would not be on the 
town’s in-house computer. Rather, Burroughs proposed that we separately 
ontract with the City of Malden for on-line access to their Government 
Center system which they maintain for several other Massachusetts 
communities. The Committee and Selectmen were willing to accept this if 
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Burroughs would accept total responsibility for the entire system as sole 
source should anything happen to Malden’s operation. This Burroughs 
would not do. : 


We then proposed a preamble to the Purchase Agreement presented to us : 
by Burroughs that would have protected the Town from software or _ 
hardware that did not perform up the expectations and deliver the _ 
functionality outlined in their bid. The Buroughs local sales office accepted _ 
this preamble, in fact the salesman helped draft it. % 

The Selectmen signed the preamble and the purchase agreement in % 
October of 1984 and it looked then like we might have a system installed by — 
Christmas. In fact, we sent two people to a Training class in November 
anticipating installation. However, legal beagles at Burroughs corporate — 
headquarters rejected the agreement in December, and as yet we have been f 
unable to make any further progress in resolving the impass. In addition, — 
some of the prospective users of the system, particularly the Assessors, have . 
expressed reservations about it. 


Given all that’s occured, the Committee decided to slow down a bit and 
reexamine the decision to go with Burroughs. Further investigation is being 
conducted with the goal of either installing the Burroughs system with the _ 
link to Malden, or going back out to bid before the 1985 Town Meeting. It has : 
been a long and difficult year for the Committee and the Town in this _ 
matter, but those of us remaining on the Committee want to be very sure to 
make the right decision for the Town.

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission continues to be very active in 
administering its responsibilities under the Wetlands Protection Act, | 
Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 131 Section 40. The Act requires — 
anyone who proposes to remove, fill, dredge, or alter wetlands first to filea — 
Notice of Intent and second to obtain an Order of Conditions from the local 
Conservation Commission. The Order of Conditions is intended to preserve — 


and promote the following public interests: the protection of public or — 


private water supply and groundwater supply, the enhancement of flood 
control and storm damage prevention, the prevention of pollution and the 
protection of fisheries and land containing shellfish. 


During 1984 in addition to its reqular monthly meetings, the 
Conservation Commission held eight Public Hearings under the 
Massachusetts Inland Wetlands Protection Act. Each hearing considered 
the possible ipacts that a proposed project might have on Millis wetlands. 
As a result of the hearings, Orders of Conditions were issued in five 
instances, one of which denied the proposal. The three other hearings were 
held to determine whether the action proposed by the applicant required a 
filing under the Wetlands Protection Act. In each of the three instances it 
was decided that a Notice of Intent must be filed with the Conservation 
Commission. 


Also under the Wetlands Protection Act the Commission granted two 
Extension Permits and one Certificate of Compliance, issued four letters 
notifying owners of a need to comply with requirements of the Act, and 
made over fifty field site visits. 


The Commission holds its regular meetings in Niagara Hall on the 
second Monday of each month. 


This year we were saddened by the death of a long-time member Terrence 
Cassidy.

A suit against the Planning hee ees 
allowance of a subdivision plan was dismissed by the Wrentham District 

ourt. A suit by a political party for omission from the November ballot was 
resolved. Two suits were brought against the Planning Board for denial of 

wo special permits for muliti-family housing and a suit was brought 

ainst the Board of Appeals for denial of a variance. Finally, suit was 
ought before the Civil Service Commission by two sergeants protesting 
their non-appointment as provisional police chief. 


Two major appellate Tax Board cases were settled and a new major 
Appellate Tax Board case was brought. The final four condemnation suits 
relative to the taking of Town land by the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 

ere negotiated and settled. A sewer rates case was settled and two pre-1984 
suits against the Board of Appeals were disposed of. 


Town Counsel spent significant time relative to the purchase of the Oak 
Grove Farm. 


_ Town Counsel rendered 21 formal written legal opinions and 48 oral legal 

opinions involving legal research to various Town boards and personnel. 
He also rendered counsel and advice on numerous other occasions. Thirteen 
‘contracts were either drafted, revised or reviewed by Town Counsel. Town 
‘Counsel attended most of the Selectmen’s regular meetings and several 
meetings of other Town boards, including, but not limited to, the Board of 
‘Health, Finance Committee, Personnel Committee, Board of Appeals, 
Planning Board and Assessors. Town Counsel drafted several deeds and 
recorded numerous liens on behalf o the Town. He attended all sessions of 
Town Meetings and either drafted, revised or reviewed all warrant articles. 
He reviewed and revised various policies and by-laws. 


Town Counsel completed his fourth and final term on the Executive 
Board of Massachusetts City Solicitors and Town Counsel Association. 


After 9 % years as Town Counsel, it is clear to me that the trend of

REPORT OF HAZARDOUS WASTE COORDINATOR 


At our annual Town Meeting, on May 14, 1984, the residents of Millis 
adopted a comprehensive set of Hazardous Waste By-Laws for the Town of 
Millis. These By-Laws consist of regulations governing the registration of 
all Hazardous Materials; all above ground and under ground storage of 
Hazardous Materials; and regulations protecting our public water supply. 


This past year I received several reports of potential hazardous areas in — 
the Town of Millis. Following my investigations and the Board of Health’s 
all areas have been cleared and no evidence, to date, has shown any actual 
hazardous chemicals being exposed to the public. One area of concern has 
been undertaken by the Department of Environmental Quality Engineers — 
and that is still an ongoing operation. Again, to date, there has been no 
evidence uncovered of any hazardous chemicals being stored. 


The Department of Environmental Quality Engineers has also agreed to 
performing the Hydrological study of our two contaminated Wells and our 
water recharge area. They will also be purging our two wells in hopes that 
they will be able to be reused. 


The Board of Public Works, the Board of Health, and the Hazardous 
Waste Coordinator have placed a moratorium on any new construction in — 
our Water Recharge Areas around Wells I and II, until this study by The 
Department of Environmental Quality Engineers is completed.

The Millis Housing Authority operates its 667 Elderly Project at a deficit 
_ each year. This deficit is totally absorbed by the State and thus the 73 

elderly families are able to live in their apartments at affordable rents at no 
_ cost to the Town of Millis. The financial statement of the 667 Project for 1984 
is as follows: 


Total Operating Receipts $113,951 
Total Operating Expenditures 152,029 
Total Deficit ($35,078) 


___ In addition to the deficit for elderly housing, the Authority also received 

from the State $23,732 for the operation of the Chapter 707 Rental 
Assistance Program. This program enables the Authority to subsidize rents 
of families in privately owned apartments. 


1984 was a very busy year for the Housing Authority. Having increased 
the number of certificates, under the Chapter 707 Rental Assistance 
Program, from 3 in 1983 to 10 in 1984, the Authority worked with the people 
on their waiting list to find apartments which met the state’s criteria. As of 
year end, 8 families were being assisted and 2 certificates were still 
outstanding. Due to the scarcity of apartments in Millis, which met the 
Maximum Allowable Rent limit, 3 of the 8 units leased were outside the town 
Also, during 1984, in an attempt to address the ever increasing need for 
affordable housing for families, the Authority applied for a grant under the 
hapter 705 Program. In a very competitive funding round, the Authority 
was awarded $520,000, in May, for the construction of four duplexes, which 
would accomodate eight families. It then became the task of the Housing 
Authority to obtain an acceptable site. As the amount of money available 
or the purchase of land for the proposed construction of the four duplexes 
as limited, the search for a site was concentrated on town-owned land. An 
cle was placed in the warant for the annual town meeting for a site on 
an Kleeck Road. Prior to town meeting, however, this site had to be 
abandoned as it was found to bein the watershed area of the town wells. The 
hext step was to call a meeting of seven town boards at which the Housing 
Authority asked for assistance in locating a site. As a result of a consensus 
of the boards present at the meeting, the Authority requested a very small 
ion of the newly purchased Izbicki Farm. At a special town meeting in 
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October, the townspeople voted to change th use of the Izbicki Farm from _ 


Municipal to Park and Recreation, thus overriding the Housing Authority’s 
article and knocking out that site. 


As time is running out on the acquisition of a site, the Housing Authority — 


has requested another parcel of land at Village, PLeasant and Dyer Streets, 
and another special town meeting which will be held in February 1985. The 
site for the four duplexes of low income housing has become a very 


controversial issue in the town, and if not successful in obtaining a site by | 


the end of February, the Executive Office of Communities and Development 
has informed the Authority that the grant will be recalled. Should this 
happen, it will be a great disappointment to the Housing Authority as they 
are acutely aware of the dire need for decent, affordable housing for ourown 
Millis residents. 


During 1984, the Authority received an Energy Conservation grant of 
$3,500. These funds, together with those received in 1983, were utilized to 


i 


make the 73 units of elderly housing at Kennedy and King Terrace more — 


energy efficient and thus alleviate the high energy costs. 


We would like to recognize Joanne Taylor for her continued efforts as 
Executive Director in running the Authority smoothly and efficiently and 
to especially thank her for her endeavors, far beyond the scope of her job, in 
her attempt to bring to fruition the construction of low income housing for 
our Millis residents. 


We would like to acknowledge the many town departments and local 
associations without whom the success of our elderly complex would be 
difficult. We would especially like to thank the Police Department, the Fire 
Department, the Department of Public Works and the Public Health Nurse 
for their continued cooperation in maintaining the health and safety of our 
elderly tenants.

1984 REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


The Board of Library Trustees is responsible for the management of the 
Millis Public Library to ensure that free public library service is available to 
all Millis residents. This responsibility includes staff performance, hours of 
operation, and approval of budget expenditures. The Library Trustees are 
not responsible for the repair or maintenance of the Library building or 
equipment, which are the responsibility of the Board of Selectmen 


Major items noted by the Library Trustees during 1984 include: 


Librarian Contract - An employment contract between the Library 
Trustees and Mrs. Patricia C. Iseman was approved in April, 1984, by 
Trustees P. Olstead and B. Temple, with D. Hernon dissenting. This 
contract has a six year term and supercedes the contract signed in April, 
1983, which had a ten year term. 


New Trustee - Mrs. Patricia B. Olstead, a Library Trustee since 1975, 
completed her term and was succeeded by Mrs. Martha P. Menne in May, 
1984. 


Library Roof - The Board of Selectmen let a contract with Titan Roofing 
Company for repair of the lower roof (Children’s Room, Vestibule, Desk 
Area, and General Purpose Room) and a separate contract with Gilbert 
Small Engineering Company to oversee the roof repair. Work started in 
October 1984, and has not yet been completed. Due to years of water — 
leakage, wooden structural planking had to be replaced and electrical — 
wiring / fixtures were found to be very deteriorated. Funds have not yet been — 
appropriated to perform the electrical work and painting. 


Library Hours - Normal operation is 42 hours per week (11-8 M, Tu, W: 11-4 — 
Th, F, S), The Library Trustees requested additional funds for the FY85 _ 
budget to permit 4 additional hours on Thursday (primarily for students’ 
use), but this was not approved by the Finance Committee. The Library — 
Trustees have been forced to close/reduce hours during the ongoing Library — 
roof repairs. 


Library Staff Job Descriptions - The Library Trustees have rewritten the 
staff job descriptions (except for the Librarian, whose duties are covered by 
contract) to more accurately describe necessary duties, responsibilities,and — 
minimum qualifications.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS 


The Board reorganized on May 9, 1984 following our spri lect; 
Edward J. Cronin, Chairman - Mr. Thomas E. Hatch, Clevk sctions.| ie 
DeAngelis, third member. . & 


The Department of Public Works carried out its usual duties in caring for 
the highways, water, sewer, parks, cemetery, trees, insect pest control, and 
the sanitary landfill responsibilities. The Department also rendered service 
to Town departments, Boards, Committees and contractors, when 
necessary. Other projects completed by the Department were as follows: 


- The installation of a 15” drainage line from Main Street to the Soccer 
field area. The rebuilding of two catch basins on Ironwood Lane. The 
building of a 12” drainage and catchbasin on Bridge Street at Dover 
Road. The repair of a clogged 30” storm drain crossing Union Street near 
the railroad tracks. : 


Installing six new baby swings and twelve regular swings at the Town 
Park and adding four new benches in the tennis courts. We are also 
planning two new bleachers sections to be added to the Town Park, 
replacing the one presently outdated and in poor condition. 


Sixty-two roadside trees were taken down this year on various streets 
around town, forty of them were topped to below power lines by Boston 
Edison. All stumps were ground down to a foot below ground level. Dead 
limbs and hangers were removed from more than 200 trees. Several trees 
sent ae and several more will be planted in the spring and summer 
of 1985. 


Hot Top Leveling Courses were applied to sections of Main, Village, 
Exchange, Himmelfarb Streets and Island, Forest, and Dover Roads. 


Our Water Conservation Grant will be implemented this spring and 
summer for water conserving devices. 


The sewer interceptor project was begun on April 14, 1984 with a 
groundbreaking ceremony sponsored by Methuen Construction Co. With 
the assistance of our consultants from Anderson-Nichols Corp., our 
Selectmen and representatives from many of Millis’ Boards and 
committees and representatives from the Charles River Pollution 
Control District, a very successful day was enjoyed by all. During the 
following months sewer lines were installed in Main, Exchange, Curve, 
Union, and Water Streets. This project is scheduled for completion in 
June of 1985. 


With the completion of the engineering for the redesigning of Village and 
Pleasant Streets, we are anticipating the construction to begin on this 
project in late 1985 with a completion date of 1986. 


The reconstruction of Forest Road started in late spring of 1984 will be 
completed in late spring of 1985. 


The Water System Rehabilitation which called for 1000’ of 12” pipe on 
Village Street and 1500’ of 8” pipe in two locations on Union Street was 
completed in two months by Weswal Construction Company. This ae 
part of an ongoing Water Rehabilitation Grant from the Department o 
Environmental Quality Engineers. 
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- The construction of the Gravel Packed Well was completed by D.L. 
Maher Company this past summer at South End Pond. 


- The construction of the gravel access road with 2250’ of 12” water main 
installed was completed in December of 1984 at South End Pond by Paul 
Brown Contractors. At present Boston Edison is putting in power to the 
Well site at South End Pond and the Well House Construction is slated 
for completion in late July of 1985. 


- The Corrosion Control Study of the Wells has been completed and will be 
implemented in the new Well located at South End Pond. 


Water meter installation contractor, Mass. Installation, started meter 
installations in June 1984 and this project is expected to be completed by 
the end of Spring 1985. 


- We have signed an agreement with the Department of Environmental 
Quality Engineers for a contamination study of Wells I and II which is 
ongoing by Anderson-Nichols & Co., Inc. this study is being totally 
funded by the State. 


- We have signed an agreement with the Town of Medway for the joint use 
of a street sweeper. We believe this is a step to the future for communities 
working together on common projects. Presently we are in the working 
stages of common solution to our Landfill operations. 


The Board would like to take this opportunity to express its appreciation 
and gratitude to Superintendent Robert Leslie; a special thanks to acting 
assistant Superintendent Janet Collins for her performance during Mr. 
Leslie’s illness; General Foreman, Edward LaCroix; the employees of the 
Department of Public Works; Senior Clerk Susan McKenney,for their 
constant support and dedication throughout the year. We would also like to 
thank the Board of Selectmen, Town Accountant, Town Treasurer, and a 
special thanks to Town Counsel Harvey Weiner for all his time and effort on 
our behalf, other town boards; departments, and committees, all the citizens 
of Millis and our families, whose cooperation and help enable us to continue 
serving the community to the best of our ability.

_ On September 26, 1984, the new Massachusetts Rights to Know L 
‘Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 111f, became aHecR yaa ae 
appointed Coordinator for the Town of Millis, and Thomas Hatch was 
named Assistant Coordinator. 


Because it is a new state statute, there are many questions to be answered, I 
_ have attended many seminars with Mr. Hatch to try to learn the full scope of 
the law. 


The new Massachusetts law addresses concerns about health hazards 
_ posed by industrial use of toxic or other dangerous substances. Use of these 
substances will not be banned or restricted, but the law does mandate that 
individuals exposed to the substances, especially employees exposed on the 
job, be permitted to learn about their nature and effects.

MILLIS SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


On the first and third Tuesday of each month, a regularl 
aay of the School Committee is held in the Middle/Hich Sons 
rary. 


The Office of the Superintendent of Schools which is located in the 
Middle/ High School building, is open from 7:45 a.m. to 3:45 p.m. daily 
exclusive of holidays and weekends. The telephone number is 376-2934. 


__ The members of the School Committee met as a corporate body with the 

Superintendent of Schools thirty-two times at scheduled meetings for the 
_ purpose of conducting school business. In addition, sub-committees met on 
more than sixty occasions on matters pertaining to negotiations, finances 
policy, transportation or curriculum matters. : 


At the annual election Joseph Arsenault was re-elected to a athree year 
term, and Paul McMahon was elected for a three year term. Timothy Healy 
was elected by the High School student body to serve as School Committee 
Representative and the Millis Teachers Association re-appointed Dorothy 
Howley and Richard Keen to represent the Teachers Association at School 
Committee Meetings. 


Following town elections, the School Committee re-organized as follows: 
Edna Neville re-elected Chairman, Joseph Arsenault re-elected Secretary, 
Walter Alessi, Associate Member, Robert Healy, Associate Member, Paul 
McMahon, Associate Member. 


The members of the School Committee have expended much time in 
reviewing and revising the existing policies. Some of the revisions related to 
the standards of graduation and promotions, drugs and alcohol, smoking, 
_codes of conduct, assignments/ tutoring for students unable to attend public 
schools, and school health. 


Assessing the importance of a quality education in concert with the 
ability to finance the programs was a major concern of the Committee 
“members. The Committee deliberated on many issues before arriving at 
decisions and establishing priorities. The School Committee viewed the 
value of textbooks as a primary investment and voted to purchase new 
textbooks in the fields of science, reading, social studies and language arts. 
The safety of transporting children to school was another issue that 
‘required lengthy discussions before it was voted unanimously to approve 
the purchase of an 83 passenger bus. It is the first purchase of a bus since the 
implementation of Proposition 2'2. 


The need for additional staff members was evident. An increase in the 
first grade enrollment required an additional elementary grade teacher. 
Also, the deficiencies noted in the support services prompted the Committee 
to appoint a School Psychologist and a Middle School art teacher. The 
Committee also established curriculum specialist positions to assist staff 
members in the areas of English, history, math and science. 
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Two studies which were undertaken this year should be mentioned in this 
report. The first of these two studies was the high School self-evaluation 
study in preparation for a visiting committee. A Committee representing 
the New England Association of Schools and Colleges for purposes o 
evaluating the High School program arrived in March. Following its 
evaluation, Millis High School received a ten year accreditation. A copy of 
the full report is on file in the Millis Public Library. 


The second study, comprised of citizens, students, staff and School 
Committee members, was known as the Computers-in-Education — 
Committee. This Study Committee submitted a final report to the School 
Committee and proposed a program for computer education for 
implementation at the High School level. A phase-in program has been 
recommended in order to ease the financial impact of computer 
hardware/software/ personnel cost. Eventually, the program will extend _ 
into the lower grades. Members of the study committee are to be commended 
for their efforts in preparing the proposal. They demonstrated a thorough 
investigation for a meaningful curriculum program. The School Committee 
will deliberate on the proposals in preparation for the Annual Town 
Meeting. 


Once again, the new exchange students were welcomed to Millis at a 
regularly scheduled meeting. Present were the Millis families Mr. and Mrs. 
Sinatra representing Axel Pieper of Germany, and Mr. and Mrs. Riley 
representing Javier Santos of Spain. 


Mr. Stephen Hinds has replaced Laurence Aronstein, D, Ed., as principal 
of the Middle School. Mr. Hinds began his duties in August, and he has been 
working diligently to provide an exciting and dynamic Middle School 
program. His report can be found in another section of the school report. 


On September 18, 1984 Mr. Vellante announced his retirement, effective 
June, 1985. His retirement will be the culmination of thirty-six years in © 
education, twenty-six of which have been in the MIllis School System. For 
the past eleven years Mr. Vellante has served as Superintendent of the 
Millis School System. To paraphrase his comments, the years as 
Superintendent of the Millis School System. To paraphrase his comments, 
the years as Superintendent have been arduous, and yet rewarding. 


His ability to work harmoniously with the ever changing makeup of the — 
School Committee demonstrates proficiency as a top level administrator. 
He has worked with his superiors and subordinates with one ultimate goal 
in mind: the children of the Town of Millis. 


It is our loss, and is family’s gain that heis retiring. He will miss him, we 
wish him the best and we thank him. 


We will be hard pressed to replace Mr. Vellante in kind. Continuity, 
however, demands that we search for the best replacement possible. To this 
end we are now involved ina state-wide search, seeking candidates that will 
hopefully possess the qualities proven in Mr. Vellante. 


The support and cooperation of the Parent Advisory Committees, Project —

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Herewith is presented my tenth and final annual 
Superintendent of Schools. It is the ninety-third report in a Serite OFechoal 
reports which began in 1892. 


A school system must have a curriculum that is dynamic, and ever 
changing if it is to survive in a society that is never constant. Admittedly 
_ the curriculum has been at a standstill for the past two to three years 
_ because of the financial constraints imposed upon all communities. The 

curriculum is, however, being upgraded as evidenced by the presentations 
made to the School Committee this year. Following are some of the changes 
that are occuring: 


1. Anearly Childhood Special Needs Class was established last yearand 
a report identified and clarified the changing needs of the children. 

2. The addition of an art teacher has had a strong impact on the cultural 
and aesthetic aspect of our offerings. Evidence of this impact has been 
demonstrated in the Middle School years which in turn has enabled the 
two other art teachers to provide more extensive services and 
opportunities at the elementary and high school levels. 

3. A report was given about children in need of speech therapy. They 
receive considerable assistance in overcoming speech impediments and 
a demonstration of the techniques used to overcome those impediments 
was presented. 

4. Acommittee of math teachers and administrators researched a system- 
wide evaluation of the math program with specific recommendations 
for improving and strengthening the curriculum. 

5. A committee called “Computers-in-Education” submitted a very 
extensive and detailed curriculum program for implementation of 
computer education for the system. The study has been revised and 
modified realistically, and it is anticipated that the modifications area 
beginning to a more sophisticated curriculum to complement the 
existing computer science curriculum. 

6. The High School evaluation report was submitted to the School 
Committee and plans are currently underway to implement the 
recommendations which were received from the New England 
Association of Schools and Colleges, the Association responsible for 
accrediting high schools and colleges. Millis has received its continuing 
accreditation of ten years. Reports of progress toward implementation 
of the recommendations are required after the second and fifth years of 
accreditation. 

7. Astudy skills course for all ninth grade students was initiated this year 
under the direction of the Reading Coordinator. Concepts of the study 
skills course will be introduced to lower grades in the future. 

8. The alternative first grade has been very successful. Annually, the 
objectives and accomplishments of this class are carefully reviewed by 
staff members and administrators and then submitted to the School 
Committee. : 

9. Athletic Director, Mrs. Egy, reported on the status of the Athletic 

i Program. Although Millis has the smallest enrollment in the 

Conference, its athletic teams have been outstandingly competitive. 

Basic sports have always provided the foundation of the athletic 

program, but emerging interest in additional sports such as girls soccer 
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and a strong intramural program for Middle School students are 
worthy of examination. 
10. Curriculum revision of the seventh grade social studies was 
implemented this year. Replacing the MACOS program was a much 
needed geography and economics curriculum. The program was 
written this past summer by staff members. ; ‘ 
Also this summer, a parents guide to reading for early childhood years i 
was prepared and distributed. 3 
11. The popular music program and the implementation of new audio- 
visual technology supported by programs on cable T.V. are providing 
additional avenues to exciting teaching and learning experiences. 


The music program has been most successful for many years and the 
high school participants continue to receive recognition and awards for 
their competitive accomplishments. q 
12. A strong effort to address the issue of drug and alcohol abuse has been 
made. Millis is participating in an abuse prevention and education | 
program under the direction of the Norfolk County District Attorney’s — 
Office. The program is a comprehensive project which seeks to 
incorporate the components of teaching training, teacher-student 
dialogue, community education, and police education. The purpose of _ 
the approach is to facilitate sharing in the responsibility of such a 
serious issue. 
13. A very important presentation made annually to the School Committee ~ 
is the report on the testing results on basic skills which are 
administered in grades 3, 5 and 8; achievement tests which are given — 
through grade 7; and the SAT exams taken by students in grades 11 and 
12. The results of these tests have been most gratifying and are 
continually evaluated so that programs can be strengthened in order to _ 
increase the scores. 


The Middle School has a new principal. Mr. Stephen Hinds joined the — 
administrative staff this year. He was a House Leader and teacher at the : 
Middle School in Weston. He has come to us with a wealth of ideas, energy 
and enthusiasm and he has been warmly received. He has successfully — 
instituted many changes and his dynamism has elicited positive responses _ 
from the students and staff. 


d 
It is difficult to project how the Great and General Court of the i 
Commonwealth will act towards educational reform. At this writing the 
House of Representatives has made many amendments to the original bill. 
The bill was sent to the Senate but with no cpportunity for review because 
time had run out. Consequently, nothing will be completed in this session. 
The issues still center around state funding, teacher salaries, testing, 
teacher evaluation, governance, and technology. Hopefully, a new bill will _ 
be formed for early passage. 


I believe it is proper for me to comment on my announced retirement. When 
the Annual Report has been officially accepted, the time before my 
retirement will be but a matter of days. I will have served twenty-six years 
as an educator in Millis, the last eleven of which have been as your 
Superintendent. There is no need at this writing to reflect on those twenty- — 
six years, but I would be remiss if no mention were made of the satisfaction I 
have received from having served as an administrator during those years. 
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Ung eestionably, the demands. of an administrator, 
superintendent, are varied, uous, strenuous, toilsome, hard-ea 

Herculean. I would not have given it up for anything “she were 
my belief in young people for whom we are Striving to provide a solid 
foundation. We all work on a day-to-day basis but we often lose sight of our 
long-range goal that education, a lifelong process, leads to the ideals of the 
merican heritage of freedom and government under the law.

DIRECTOR OF PUPIL PERSONNEL SERVICES 


The Pupil Personnel Services Department continues to provide ancillary 
and supportive services to all students in our town from the ages of three 
through twenty-one. Internal school staff provide special education, 
counseling, physical therapy, occupational therapy, speech and language 
therapy, adapted physical education and psychological services to all 
Students needing assistance. 


In addition to special education and counseling, the department also 
provides a variety of services through the health department. Children are 
systematically screened for hearing, vision and postural problems. 
Regularly scheduled physical examinations are undertaken and sports 
physicals are also offered each year. All children within the school system 
have been immunized according to state law and in general, our staff is 
constantly upgrading each individual’s medical history. Preventative 
health programs are also in place and the community can be assured that 
health related emergencies are well managed at each school. At this time I 
vould like to thank the Millis Police Department for responding quickly and 


ssisting us in emergencies over the years. 


Our counseling department continues to work with all students on both 
academic and social issues. Counselors and psychologists are available to 
all children in all of our buildings. We continue to work on a daily basis with 
he most serious problems of child abuse, sexual abuse, drug and alcohol 
problems, severe family difficulties, depression and suicide, psychiatric 
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difficulties, neurological dysfunction, severe emotional problems, languy, 
and learning disorders, attentional disorders, physical disabilities anc th 
like. The schools have certainly become a micro-cosm of our society as w 
deal with these and other problems — all in the context of a publie 
educational system that is open to all. 


Schools presently deal with the “whole child” via an interdisciplinary E 3 
team approach. The era of the teacher working totally independently in the a 
classroom is most probably gone forever. After working for ten years in 
Millis, I would like to publicly thank the School Committee for supporting — 
this department and all of the classroom teachers, parents, administrators, — 
specialists, and secretaries for working closely together for the betterment 
of the individual student. It is without a doubt that the individualized 
movement has assisted many students. The system has responded to the ~ 
student’s needs. More students remain in school because of the cooperative 
spirit of the staff and the support given to our divergent learners. The ; 
dropout rate has been less than 1% over the last few years, a tribute to the 
school department in my opinion. In addition 78% of the class of 1984 went 
on to higher education, a statistic that continues to steadily rise yearly in - 
spite of the above mentioned social pressures. 


Finally, I feel that education is finally a statewide and nationwide topic 
and I look forward to the improvement of public education in years tocome.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL - 1984 


This is my tenth annual report to the Town of Millis. 


The official high school enrollment as of October 1, 1984 was 343. This _ 
represents a decrease of only 14 students from one year ago, the smallest 
such decrease since 1979, and an indication that the numbers are 
stabilizing at the high school level. This is encouraging since the — 
curtailment of programs, although affected by “Proposition 2!” was duein _ 
most part to insufficient subscription of courses caused by a marked — 
decrease in enrollment over the past five years. 


Millis High School and the International Club welcomed two foreign — 
exchange students this year. Javier Santos, a grade 12 student from Spain — 
is residing with Mr. & Mrs. William Foley and family at 15 Independence — 
Lane. Also attending and enrolled in grade 12 is Axel Pieper from Germany 
who is living with Mr. & Mrs. Charles Sinatra and family at 91 Middlesex — 
Street. ; 


The Class of 1984 graduated 100 students. Forty-eight percent of the class — 
is pursuing advanced education at four-year colleges and universities while | 
another twenty-two percent were accepted and attending two and three-— 
year schools for a total of seventy percent. 


As previously reported, the past year and a half has seen the high school — 
undergo a self-evaluation process which led up to the New England - 
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] h entitled Russian 
Itis our plan to continue to develop and offer timely electives on an 
alternate year basis in order to maximize the opportunities for studentsin a 
small school. 


_ Other areas which we are investigating and are planning to offer courses 
in the near future include a mandatory computer literacy course, an 
“introductory word processing course which would be available to any 

student, and an expansion of the current mandatory grade 9 Study Skills 
fourse to include formal instruction in public speaking, notetaking, 

outlining, library research skills, etc. This will provide grade 9 students and 
English staff to spend more time in other areas. Hopefully with the adoption 
of the Curriculum Specialists positions, future Annual] Reports will have 
Much more in the way of curriculum revision and innovation. 


I would like to conclude by thanking the many parents, staff, former staff, 
ind students who helped so much in providing input into the evaluation 
process. Without their cooperation and hard work the final product would 
have suffered and the effectiveness of the process would have diminished. 
Now, is the time for all the community to support the school system’s efforts 

make the high school an even better one.

I am pleased to submit to the citizens of Millis my first annual 
Because it is my first report, I will include a philosophical Eiatemiont ce, a 
what I believe makes a successful middle school I will also inform the 
citizens of Millis of some of the changes and projects that have been 

_ discussed and/or implemented this school year. 


An effective middle school is more than the sum of its parts. Students 
teachers, parents, the curriculum, books and materials, the school building 
itself, the schedule and the yearly budget all combine in a way that 
_ enhances or stifles learning. The climate of a particular school offers clues 
to the observer: is it positive, serious, orderly, joyful, creative, safe 
stimulating...or their opposites? Is there trust in the teachers, students and 
administrators? 


A middle school organization has specific opportunities and problems. 

_ The curriculum in grade six, while concrete begins to become sophisticated 

and more difficult. By the eighth grade much of it has become more abstract 

with new kinds of learning implemented. The students present that 

wonderful range of differences, physical, social, emotional and intellectual, 
sharing most of all, an abundance of energy. 


The key then, is to create a fine tuned balance between the 
social/ emotional needs of adolescents and the need for academic rigor and 
individual student success in these endeavors. This balance would 
_ emphasize three concerns: 


1. a safe, orderly environment 

2. strong daily academic concentration and 

3. periodic well-planned positive activities to build school spirit 
and cohesion. 


In addition to a new principal, the middle school has quite a few new 
_ faculty members. New faculty include Mrs. Kathleen Clark, eighth grade 
_ math. Mrs. Maureen Maguire, home economics, Mrs. Helene Bier, half-year 
_ teacher in the resource room, Mrs. Gail Intinarelli, art, Mr. Jim Connell, 
school psychologist, Ms. Marna Hasz, guidance counselor, and Mrs. Pat 
Gilmartin, school secretary. 


One of the highlights of this fall was the sixth grade trip to Thompson’s 
_ Island. The students (80 to 84 went) were superb. For many, it was their first 
time away from home. Additionally, new friendships were established 
_ among students and between students and teachers who chaperoned the 
_ trip. 


The middle school music program displayed their considerable talents at 
_ the holiday concert. The string ensemble, from second graders up the 6th 
and 7th/8th grade chorus and the combined band (6-8) put ona remarkable 
show. No wonder Millis is known for its music program. Accompanying 
music, great things are happening in other arts areas. Our art teacher has 
done a remarkable job in teaching art to our students. Student art work is 
brightening up our classrooms, school offices, hallways and windows. Mrs. 
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Maguire, our home economics teacher, is offering a gourmet cooking club 
for students, Mrs. Mary Ann Sperandio is offering a course on stained glass 
design and Mrs. Carolyn Dushku is offering a course on dance. 


The cultural/enrichment program has been modified. Our new directon is 
to help, in a perscribed course, students to meet their responsibilities in 
doing homework. Although more of our students complete the majority of 
their assignments, we do have a group of students who do not. In light of the 
new push for increased academic standards, we offer prescribed students 
workshops in directed study hall (homework monitoring) and 
organizational skills. 


Other programs designed to help students gain school pride have been 
implemented or are being considered. This past fall, many of our students 
played field hockey, others ran in a cross country meet (which we won) 
against King Philip Regional Junior High. Currently, many students are 
playing basketball. 


Additionally, our junior honor society students played host to students 
from Quebec this past fall. In math, students are now taking part in a 
national math contest. The Continental Math League. Finally, two student 
activities spearheaded our December activities. Eighty-five students, 
teachers and parents went to a special performance of the Nutcracker Suite 
and we had our first dance on Friday, December 14th. lam very proud of the 
way students conducted themselves and all of these events. 


Finally, I would like to thank the many parents and townspersons who 
have donated time and money in helping our programs to run. Whether it be 
working in the library, purchasing raffle tickets for our environmental trip 
or business persons buying bookcovers for students, we thank you all! 


In closing, I wish to express my gratitude to the School Committee, 
Superintendent, all personnel, and to the parents, students, and community 
members for their cooperation, commitment and support.

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MEMORIAL SCHOOL 


I am pleased to submit my fifth report as principal of the Memorial — 
School. The revision of the instructional programs has been continued in 
attempting to bring all academic areas up to date and to upgrade academic 
standards. 


The second phase of the reading program is now in place; this includes a 
co-basal system supplemented with reading kits, auxiliary texts for 
advanced readers, as well as other commercial and teacher-made materials. 
The teaching staff has been reviewing spelling texts and other related 
materials with the idea of recommending a new spelling program. The staff 
is interested in a spelling program which has a strong writing component. 
This will help teachers to continue to stress writing, not only ina language 
class, but in other content areas as well. 


New science texts were purchased and an in-service workshop for 
teachers was held to assist teachers in implementing the new program. One 
of the advantages of this program is that it gives many opportunities for 
children to perform experiments using materials that are readily available 
in school and homes. 


Similarly, the program in social studies will be updated over a two year 
period. By retaining some of the ideas previously taught and developed 
largely by the teaching staff, the new approach will center more on 
geography, map and globe skills. An emphasis in current events will also be 
a strong part of the social studies. 


The Memorial School students have done well on standardized 
achievement tests. One year ago the testing program was completely 
revised. Next December the youngsters will be taking a test of cognitive 
skills which will replace the outdated I.Q. tests. The primary advantage of 
this test over an I.Q. test is that it correlates with the new achievement tests. 
The cognitive skills test will be able to indicate the level of expected student 
achievement. Thus the results of the cognitive skills test and achievement 
tests can be compared and student progress monitored more accurately. 


The school enrichment program continues to be successful primarily 
through the efforts of the members of the Memorial School Parent Advisory 
Council. Approximately 75 children participated in seven courses last year. 
In addition, a course for the academically talented youngsters completed its 
first full year and is continuing. The results have been very encouraging. 


Part of the school’s health program is education in the drug and aleohol 
areas. To supplemer.t the classroom efforts, Police Chief Albert Baima has 
shown a film and has had a discussion with our fifth grade students on the 
subject. This year we will be stepping up the program to include the fourth 
grade youngsters as well. In addition, the same two grade levels took partin 
a program on marijuana sponsored by the Norfolk County Lung 
Association. The parents have had opportunities to see and discuss Chief 
Baima’s efforts and were invited to sit in on the marijuana presentation as 
well. We have had two other parent programs in the drug-alcohol area, One 
concerned the effects on children on advertising in the media, particularly 
alcoholic beverages, cigarettes and non-prescription drugs. Most recently a 
speaker discussed the early signs of drug and alcohol use in youngsters, the 
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The Memorial School purchased five Apple Ile computers through fund 

provided by the Federal Block Grant Program. Training for ea Gheee el 

_also be part of the grant and should help our students understand and use 
computers as a supplement to their regular educational program. 


__ The students have also benefited in various ways through the Boston 
Edison Co., who has provided films and demonstrations free of charge to 

our third and fifth graders, have partcipated in the New England 
Mathematics League, heard a discussion of weather by Channel 5 

personality Dick Albert, were involved in our 1984 Mock Election complete 
with speakers representing the major candidates as well as a debate on two 
issues, enjoyed the school Spelling Bee, and our annual Spring Concert 
featuring the fourth grade band and chorus, and have taken field trips. One 
of the most beneficial field trips is the one the fourth grade takes to 
Plymouth Plantation. This experience gives youngsters an opportunity to 
_work and live as our early colonists did, even if for a day. 


The Memorial School P.A.C. continues to be very supportive of the school 
_and has involved itself with staffing of the library, teaching enrichment 
courses, running the Book Fair and bake sales, as well as helping the school 
in a variety of other ways. Our Parents-For-Lunch program has proven very 
popular. It should also be noted that each year at Christmas time the 
children donated money to a charity. For the past two years it has been 
Children’s Hospital who has been the recipient of the generosity of our 
children. 


Finally, I want to thank Mr. William Vellante, Superintendent of Schools, 
_the School Committee and the community for their support and interest in 
the Memorial School.

We were fortunate during the year to have a guest speaker, Robert 
Johnsen, who is a much sought after consultant and early childhood 
specialist. He provided a continuous dialogue for more than two hours — 
discussing and answering questions regarding kindergarten age, age 
levels, over-placement of students, enrichment, gifted, retention, testing — 
and alternative or transitional classes. On another occasion, members of 
our PAC, Mrs. Joseph and Mrs. McCarthy, arranged for Mr. Soboleski of the 
Society for Young Victims to speak on the growing problem of child 
molestation, kidnapping and runaways. 


Last year, we mentioned the computer grant obtained from the State for 
use by the Clyde Brown staff and pupils. This grant included two in-service - 
training days in February and March. Following this training, Mr. Jeffrey 
Steele, a member of the Millis Computer Committee also conducted classes 
in the use of the computers for the benefit of our staff during the Spring and _ 
Fall of 1984. Teachers as well as students have become involved in a very ‘ 
enthusiastic and positive manner in the use of computers in the classroom, ~ 
Children have learned the keyboard through the use of several games like _ 
“Concentration.” We have since obtained a number of software disks with _ 
many kinds of educational lessons such as adding and subtracting, | 
vocabulary building, spelling, directionality, angles, ete. Five computers — 
are rotated throughout the classrooms with parents volunteers scheduled to 
work with each class once a week. 


T would like to take this opportunity to thank the CFB Parent Advisory 
Council for their gifts of computer software, a mobile unit and a number of 
disk files for storage.

and Timothy Greene (Sherborn) was elected Chairman. Others elected to _

(Norfolk), Secretary. Carole Russell (Franklin) was appointed Chairman of 
the Collective Bargaining Sub-Committee and John Hurley (Medway) was 
appointed Chairman of the Personnel & Policy Sub-Committee. 


The ability to adjust to changing conditions has long been held as a 5 


valuable educational concept, and we trust that this report will give 
evidence that Tri-County continues to adjust favorably. 


Academic Department 


The academic program at Tri-County continued to develop in 1984 soasto 
better serve the changing needs of our students. The English and Math 
Department expanded their curricula to better serve our college bound 
students. In addition, the English Department has added the study of media 


to its existing communications curriculum. This important area of — 


communications study will be adapted and offered to all students in grade 
eleven. 


The Business Department fully implemented its computer literacy 
program in 1984. In addition to basic typing skills, all Tri-County students 
will graduate with functional computer literacy. This year also witnessed 
an even closer working relationship between the Business and Distributive 
Education Departments. A team teaching approach was utilized to instruct 
identified students in the areas of word processing and computer spread 
sheet analysis/accounting. 


Dramatic changes were seen in Tri-County’s Science Departmentin 1984. 


This year saw the first full year’s implementation of a two-year pilot project , 


entitled “Principles of Technology”. In cooperation with 28 states and 2 
Canadian provinces, Tri-County has embarked on this program to prepare 
workers/technicians for our rapidly changing technological society. An 
holistic approach to scientific principles is utilized. 


As the “Principles of Technology” demonstrates, Tri-County will 
continue to offer in 1985 the finest academic programs possible so as to best 
prepare students for whatever the future demands of them. 


Vocational Department 


In an effort to maintain the current “state of the art”, several vocational 
shops have added equipment and expanded facilities. The new training 
units have been incorporated into the eleventh and twelfth grade 
curriculum. 


The Auto Repair Shop has completed the development of a new “Engine 
Rebuilding Program”. The designated shop section is totally organized 
with its specialty engine rebuilding tools in place. 


The Machine Shop has gained significant success instructing numerical 


control (NC) milling techniques. Currently, a shop computer has been 
added to institute “Computerized Programing of Machine Technology”.

They were also taught how to control the 
computer with recorded commands, write a simple BASIC program execute

There was also some time for fun and games. A demonstration of robotics 
using the ArmdroidI and HEROI fascinated the youngsters as objects were 
ed and placed in specific receptacles by the arm and a non-human voice 
rom a mechancial object spoke to them. “Star Wars” and “War Games” 
provided a period of fantasy, but the “Space Shuttle” computer game 
owed students to test their ability to zoom in and out of the United States.
